AMENDMENT  OF    REGULATIONS  FOR  THE   PROTECTION  OF  DEER, 
MOOSE,  CARIBOU,  SHEEP,  AND  MOUNTAIN  GOATS  IN  ALASKA. 

By  virtue  of  the  authority  conferred  upon  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  by  section  2 
of  the  act  of  May  11,  1!R)S  (35  Stat.,  102),  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled 
'An  act  lor  the  protection  of  game  in  Alaska,  and  for  other  purposes,'  approved  June  7, 
1902,"  regulations  2  and  3  of  the  "Regulations  for  the  protection  of  deer,  moose, 
caribou,  sheep,  and  mountain  goats  in  Alaska,"  made  and  published  July  14,  1914, 
are  hereby  amended,  effective  on  and  after  August  1,  1915,  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

It  nor  i.ation  2.  Limits. — The  number  of  deer  killed  by  any  one  person  during  the 
open  season  in  southeastern  Alaska  is  hereby  limited  to  three. 

Regulation  3.  Sale. — The  sale  of  deer  carcasses  in  southern  Alaska  is  hereby 
suspended  until  August  1,  1916.

REGULATIONS  AS  AMENDED. 

The  regulations  for  the  protection  of  deer,  moose,  caribou,  sheep,  amd  mountain 
goats  in  Alaska,  as  amended  June  30,  1915,  are  as  follows: 

Regulation  1.  Open  season  for  deer. — The  season  for  killing  deer  in  southeastern 
Alaska  is  hereby  limited  to  the  period  from  August  15  to  November  1,  both  inclusive. 

Regulation  2.  Li  mils. — The  number  of  deer  killed  by  any  one  person  during  the 
open  season  in  southeastern  Alaska  is  hereby  limited  to  three. 

REGULATION  3.  Sale. — The  sale  of  deer  carcasses  in  southern  Alaska  is  hereby 
suspended  until  August  1,  1910. 

Regulation  4.  Killing  deer  on  certain  islands. — The  killing  of  deer  on  Kodiak 
Island  and  Long  Island  and  the  killing  of  deer  on  the  following  islands  in  southeastern 
Alaska:  Duke  Island,  near  Dixon  Inlet;  Gravina  Island,  near  Ketchikan;  Kruzof 
Island,  west  of  Sitka;  Suemez  Island,  near  Klawak;  and  Zarembo  Island,  near 
Wranu'ell.  is  hereby  prohibited  until  August  L,  L916. 

Kkgii.ation  5.  Kcnai  Peninsula. — The  killing  of  caribou  on  the  Kenai  Peninsula 
is  hereby  prohibited  until  August  1,  1916. 

The  shipment  of  carcasses  of  moose  and  sheep  for  sale  from  Seward  or  other  points 
on  the  Kr-nai  Peninsula  is  hereby  prohibited,  and  no  carcasses  of  said  animals  shall 
be  accepted  for  shipment  to  other  points  in  Alaska  unless  accompanied  by  affidavit 
of  the  owner  that  they  were  not  purchased  and  are  not  intended  for  sale. 

REGULATION  ii.  Open  season  for  mountain  goats. — The  season  for  killing  mountain 
goats  in  southeastern  Alaska  is  hereby  limited  to  the  period  from  August  1  to  February  1, 
both  inclusive.

REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  YUKON  DELTA  RESERVATION  IN  ALASKA. 

By  virtue  of  the  authority  conferred  upon  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  by  section 
84  of  the  act  of  Congress  of  March  4,  1909,  entitled:  "An  act  to  codify,  revise,  and 
amend  the  penal  laws  of  the  United  States"  (35  U.  S.  Stats.  L.,  p.  1088): 

I.  David  F.  Houston,  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  do  prescribe  the  following  rules  and 
regulations,  effective  July  1,  1915,  to  permit  and  govern  the  hunting  and  trapping 
of  game  birds  and  the  taking  of  their  eggs  within  the  limits  of  the  Yukon  Delta  Reser- 
\  ai  ion  in  Alaska,  reserved  and  set  aside  by  Executive  Order  No.  1041  of  February  27, 
1909,  for  the  use  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  as  a  preserve  and  breeding  ground 
for  native  birds: 

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 

Regulation  1. — The  term  "game  birds"  as  used  in  these  regulations  shall  be  con- 
strued  to  moan  those  birds  defined  as  game  by  section  1  of  the  act  of  Congress  of 
May  11.  19C8.  entitled:  "An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  'An  act  for  the  protection 
of  game  in  Alaska,  and  for  other  purposes,'  approved  June  seventh,  nineteen  hundred 
and  two"  (35  V .  S.  Stat.;.  L.,  p.  102),  to-wit:  Waterfowl,  commonly  known  as  ducks, 
geese,  brant,  and  swans;  shore  birds,  commonly  known  as  plover,  snipe,  and  curlew; 
and  the  several  species  of  grouse  and  ptarmigan. 

Regulation  2. — Eskimos  who  reside  within  the  limits  of  the  Yukon  Delta  Reser- 
vation may  hunt  and  trap  game  birds  at  any  time  for  food,  when  in  need  thereof,  but 
the  game  birds  so  hunted  or  trapped  shall  not  be  shipped  or  sold. 

Regulation  3. — Eggs  of  waterfowl  as  defined  in  regulation  1  hereof  may  be  taken 
by  Eskimos  residing  within  the  limits  of  the  Yukon  Delta  Reservation  for  food,  when 
in  need  thereof,  but  no  eggs  so  taken  shall  be  shipped  or  sold. 

Km. i  lation  4. — Teachers  in  schools  maintained  by  the  United  States  within  the 
limits  of  the  Yukon  Delta  Reservation  may  hunt  and  trap  game  birds  within  said 
reservation  from  September  first  to  March  first,  both  inclusive,  for  food,  when  in  need 
thereof,  but  the  game  birds  so  hunted  or  trapped  shall  not  be  shipped  or  sold.

COLLECTION  OF  BIRDS  AND  THEIR  NESTS  AND  EGGS  ON  FEDERAL  BIRD 
RESERVATIONS  FOR  USE  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES  DEPARTMENT  OF 
AGRICULTURE. 

By  virtue  of  the  authority  conferred  upon  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture by  section  84  of  the  act  of  Congress  entitled  "  An  act  to  codify, 
revise,  and  amend  the  penal  laws  of  the  United  States/'  approved 
March  4,  1909  (35  Stat.,  1088),  it  is  ordered  that  on  and  after  July  15, 
191"),  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Biological  Survey  of  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture,  and  such  of  his  assistants  as  may 
be  directed  by  him,  may,  at  such  times  as  he  shall  designate,  con- 
sistent with  the  laws  of  the  State  in  which  the  reservation  is  situ- 
ated, collect  birds  and  their  nests  and  eggs  for  use  in  the  official 
investigations  and  experiments  of  said  bureau,  on  any  lands  of  the 
United  States  set  apart  or  reserved  as  breeding  grounds  for  birds  by 
any  law,  proclamation,  or  Executive  order.
